I don't know if any of you use QUILL 
but if you do you are using one great 
print driver. At least in the ease of 
modification. If you want to set up 
multiple drivers all you have to do is 
run INSTALL_BAS. It will ask you for 
the drive number you want to use. Then 
it asks for the port to use for 
connecting the printer to. You can set 


up for SER1 and SER2 or use a special 
port. Then it loads the edit program 
for the driver. This is all driven by 


the function keys (Fi thru F5). 

To select the printer options you want 
move the white area up or down to the 
printer. When you find the one you 
want or if you want to create a new 
one press F2 to enter the edit mode. 


When using the edit mode 
left/right arrow to start 
to that line.

To enter the ESCAPE code 
you can enter the escape number in 
decimal, (27), or ESC, note must be in 
caps. Follow with a comma (,) then the 
code or letter for the next command. 
For example: my printer requires ESC,G 
to turn on bold so I enter ESC,'G then 


enter. If there are any errors the 
first encountered will be flagged and 
the line will not be added. Please 


note if entering letters/numbers to be 
converted to their ASCII value they 
must be entered with a quote (') in 
front of the letter/number. The ESC or 
any other multiple letter code the 
quote is not required. If you want to 
enter the code in decimal (G=71) just 
enter the number. Jf for some reason 
you want to enter the code in hex you 
must precede the code with the §. 
example; G=$47 so enter it ESC, $47.

Now you can setup all the built in key 
presses to the value your printer uses 
but the translate lines are slightly 
different. Translate requires a key 
press from the keyboard to activate 
that code. For example; say everytime 
Quill encounters you want to change 
the print to italics. Then one of the 
translate lines must look like this, 
at least for my printer to do italics, 
“,ESC,'4. Now everytime the print

program encounters a the character 
set will be converted to italics. This 
means you must be careful in what key 
code you want for a control code. I 
prefer using the control 0-9 values. 
144 to 153 codes fall in this range. 

Please note if you are printing out a 


doc file, created by someone else, and 
you are not sure of the print set up; 
just pull your printer file so that 
QUILL can't find it. The print will 
just run with the normal set up. To do 
this just remove the disk or micro 
drive. It will print without any 


special setups. 


Now to continue with the editor: 

Fl will copy the codes of the printer 
selected, white line, to the first open 
area. You can now change the codes and 
ESC and the data will be under the old 


name in two places. Just press one of 
the left/right arrows to clear the 
area, then enter the new name for the 
new printer driver and press enter. You 
now have created a new print driver. If 
you don't like it press F3 and the 
print driver will be deleted. 
Becareful. 

If you want to save that new print 


driver press F4. This will save the new 
print driver plus all the others. 

Press F5 to install the new print 
driver or what ever driver the white 
line is on. What will happen is the new 
print driver will be rewritten over the 
old one. You must not have the device 
write protected.
